REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1. Claims 1-14 and 16-20 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: McGill et al. {Sensors 
and Actuators B, 2000) in view of Aker et al. (US 2003/01654078) has been determined to be 
the closest prior art of record. As to independent claims 1 and 20, McGill- Aker fail to disclose a 
sensing method for detecting nitro compounds utilizing the siloxane polymer disclosed in 
amended claims 1 and 20.
